Sophie may be berating herself 
over her little sibling’s illness — but 
as the week draws to a close, it’s 
the medical centre staff she’s angry 
with! After Dr Gaddas fails to 
correctly diagnose Jack, Sophie 
feels the medic is culpable - and 
instigates legal proceedings... 

“It's actually Rana who ends up in 
the firing line,” reckons Brooke. “She 
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they’re just hoping for an improvement. 
Sophie is devastated, and she can’t 
shake the feeling that Kevin somehow 
blames her for what’s happened.” 
While there’s no way that Sophie 
could have known just how ill her 
young brother was, that doesn’t stop 
her from being riddled with guilt. So as 
the family faces an agonising wait for 
news on Jack’s fate, she can’t help 
beating herself up over his condition.

“If you’ve never been affected by 
sepsis, you don’t necessarily Know the 
ins and outs,” she admits. “It’s very 
confusing to Know what it is and how to 
spot it. But a perk of being in Corrie is it 
gives us the platform to tackle everyday 
struggles that people face — so this 
has been an important story to play.”

“David genuinely says to 
him, ‘I’m really sorry, it wasn’t her 
fault, please just blame me’ — which 
the doctor does! As he swings for 
David, Maya gets in the way and it all 
blows up. And obviously in true soap 
style, Tracy walks in and overhears 
David confessing everything!” 

Unbeknown to David, Tracy was on 
her way over to apologise, and let him 
know that she’s willing to consider 
giving things another go! But all hope 
of them ever making up is shattered 
after Tracy sees what’s been going on. 

“That’s the final straw for Tracy,” 
sighs Matthew. “I think if David trying 
to kiss Maya had never happened, they 
might have given it another go. This is 
it — Tracy takes her wedding ring off 
and throws it at David! He’s gutted.” 

As devastated Tracy tells Vanessa 
she’s starting divorce proceedings, it 
seems there really is no going back for 
the Metcalfes now. And Matthew tells 
us that he’s disappointed that his alter 
ego has messed things up so royally. 

“It’s sad for me not working with Amy 
[Walsh, who plays Tracy] any more, 
because we’ve had the best couple of 
years together,” he laments. “She’s 
ridiculous — we laugh at each other 
every second that we’re on set, and 
I really miss that. I’m hoping there will 
be a path that leads David and Tracy 
back together, but I have a feeling that 
won’t be for a good year or so yet.” 

In the meantime, it sounds as though 
there could be more drama in store — 


and Matthew is relishing the opportunity — 


to work with some new co-stars. 
“Louisa Clein [aka Maya] is fantastic,” 
he grins. “And I’ve had a few scenes to 
do with Jonny [McPherson], who plays 
Dr Cavanagh, because David has a bit 
of a scare with the testicular cancer 
just after this happens. So a few days 
following the doc trying to punch him, 
David has to drop his trousers for an 
examination!

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Leslie was born in Camberwell, 
London in 1947, and at the 
age of 18 he enlisted in the 
British Army. However, in 1966 
he was involved in a struggle 
with a taxi driver he was trying 
to rob in Germany. The driver 
was shot dead, and ¢& 
Leslie was convicted ‘" 
for murder. After 

serving 10 years in 
prison, Leslie was 
released in 1977. He 
had taken up acting 
while behind bars, and 
it would prove to be the 
catalyst that would help 
him turn his life around. 
On his release, Leslie 
went to drama school, 
and won a handful of 
small television roles in the 


early 1980s, including Doctor 
Who in 1984. But it would 

be his casting as ‘Dirty’ Den 
a year later in BBC1’s new 
soap opera EastEnders that 
would come to define him. 


In the opening few years of 
EastEnders, bickering Den and 
Angie were unquestionably the 
stars of the show — so much so 
that by Christmas Day 1986, 
less than two years into the 
soap’s history, more than 30 
million viewers watched Den

Nevertheless, 
Den’s ‘death’ - 
apparently shot by a 
hitman with a weapon 
concealed in a bunch of 
daffodils - was another of 
the soap’s most memorable 
moments. Viewers heard the 
sound of a gunshot and then 
a splash, as Den apparently 
fell into the canal. However, 
his body was never found, 
which meant that there was 
always a possibility that he 
could one day make a return 
to Albert Square... 


















































Dirty Den’s return 
to EastEnders 
finally happened 
an incredible 14 years 
later. It was revealed that 
Den had faked his own 
death and fled to Spain — 
but with the immortal words, 
“Hello, Princess,” he walked 
back into daughter Sharon’s 
life, and back into the hearts of 
the nation. This time, Leslie’s 
spell in Walford would be short 
and sweet. Less than 18 
months later, Den was killed off 
for a second time, bludgeoned 
to death by second wife 
Chrissie (Tracy-Ann Oberman), 
20 years to the day since his 
first appearance. The murder, 
cover-up, and eventual 
discovery of his body under 
the floor of the Vic’s cellar, 

was another classic 
EastEnders storyline.

In real life, Leslie enjoyed 
a 32-year marriage to Jane 
Laurie, and the couple had 
three sons — Spike, Jake 
and Daniel. Sadly, the pair 
divorced in 2013, and Leslie 
. remained single during the 
final few years of his life, 
joking: “I’ve messed up 
so many people’s lives, 
why mess up someone 
else’s? | don’t get 
lonely, because | have 
friends.” Leslie died 
aged 71 — but through 
Dirty Den, he will 
forever be remembered 
as one of the finest and 
most entertaining villains 
in soap history.

Is a good one to get into: 
being paid to travel to exotic 
destinations, stay in the best 
hotels, and get access to 
areas that normal tourists 
don’t get to look at?

Spare a thought for Romesh 
Ranganathan, whose new 
travel series for BBC2 doesn’t 
quite fit that template: instead, 
he’ll be visiting places that 
probably aren’t high on your 
travel list because, while 
they’re beautiful, they can 
also be quite risky... 

“The idea behind the show 
was to look at places that 
people didn’t tend to go to,” 
Romesh tells Inside TV. “There 
are certain countries people 
think are dangerous, or ropey, 
that have had famines — 
they’ve got stereotypes about 
them.

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“That conversation really 
did freak me out,” admits the 
star. “] spent the whole flight 
thinking, ‘Oh God, | don’t 
know what I’ve got myself 
into here’, and when you arrive 
in Haiti, it’s full-on. In Port-au- 
Prince [the Haitian capital] in 
particular, you’re just seeing 
intense poverty, you’re 
seeing people piled on top 
of each other. Until | got to 
the beaches, the sense of 
being overwhelmed by it 
all didn’t really leave me.” 

One aspect that left Romesh 
quite uncomfortable was 
turning up to film these scenes 
of poverty for television. 

“You're seeing these horrible 
conditions, and you’re aware 
of the fact that you’re not there 
to do anything about it,” he 
muses. “You start to think, 
‘This feels really voyeuristic 
and I’m not entirely sure how 
| feel about filming it’.” 

Although he had misgivings 
about the trip, Romesh tells 
us that he took a lot away 
from the experience — and he 
has one key tip for anyone 
following in his footsteps. 

“| don’t want to become that 
person who, when someone 
pulls out a biscuit, then goes 
‘| don’t know if you know how 
that biscuit came about, but 
it’s actually from a small tribe 
in the south of Ethiopia’. So 
my travelling tip would be to 
be wary about talking about it 
too much when you get back!”
